THE BOY ASTRONOMER. 


JEREMIAH HORROX-—-THE FIRST OBSERVATION OF THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 


The first transit of Venus ever seen 
by a human eye was predicted bya boy, 
‘and was observed by that boy just as 
he reached the age of manhood. His 
mame was Jeremiah WHorrox. We 
have a somewhat wonderful story to 
tell you about this boy. 

e lived in an obscure village near 


Liverpool, England. He was a lover: 


ef books of science, and before he 
reached the age of eighteen he had 
mastered the astronomical knowledge 
‘of the day. He studied the problems 
‘ef Kepler, and he made the discovery 
that the tables of Kepler indicated the 
near approach of the transit of Venus 
aeross the sun’s centre. This was 
about the year 1635. 

Often on midsummier nights the boy 
Horrox might have been seen in the 
fields watching the planet Venus. The 
desire sprang up within him to see the 
‘transit of the beautiful planet across 
‘the disc of the sun, for it was a sight 
that no eye had ever seen, and one that 
would tend to solve some of the great- | 
eat problems ever presented to the mind 
of an astronomer. So the boy began 
to examine the astronomical tables of 
Kepler, and by theiraid endeavored te 
demonstrate at what time the next 
transit would occer. He found an 
error in the tables, and then, he being 
the first of all astronomers to niake 
the precise calculation, discovered the 
exact date when the next transit would 


take place. 

„ He told his secret to an intimate 

friend, à boy, who, like himself, loved 

science. The young astrenomer then 

awaited the event which he had pre- 

.dicted for a number of years, never 
shaded 


evening sky without dreaming of the 
day when the transit should fulfill the 
beautiful vision he carried in his mind. 

The memorable year came at last— 
1639. The predicted day of the tran- 
sit came, too, at the end of the year. 
It was Sunday. It found Horrox, the 
boy astronomer, now just past twenty 
years ef age, intently watching a sheet 
of ＋ 2 in a private room, on which 
lay the sun's reflected image. Over 
this reflection of the sun’s disc on the 
paper he expected moment by moment 
to see the planet pass like a moving 
spot or a shadew. 

Suddenly the church bells rang. He 
was a very religious youth, and was 
accustomed to heed the church bells as 
a call from heaven. The paper still 
was spotless; no shadew broke the 
outer edge of the sun’s lumineus circle. 

Still the church bells —_ Should 
he go? A cloud might hide the sun 
before his return, and the expeeted 
disclosure be lost for a century. 

But Horrox said to himself: 1 
must not neglect to worship the Crea- 
tor, to see the wonderful things the 
Creater has made.” 

So he left the reflected image of the 
gun on the paper and went to the sanc- 


tuary. 

When he returned from the service 
he hurried to the room. The sun was 
still 3 and there, like a shadow 
on the bright circle on the paper, was 
the image of the planet Venus! It 
crept slowly along the bright center, 
like the finger of the invisible. Then 
the boy astronomer knew that thegreat 
problems ef astronomy were correct, 
and the thought filled his pure heart 


with religieus joy. 
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Horrox died at the age of twenty- 
two. Nearly 130 years afterward, 
Venus was seen crossing the sun. The 
whole astronomical world was then 


interested in the event, and expedi- | V 


tions of observation were fitted ont 
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by the principal European govern- 

ments. It was observed in this coun- 

try by David Rittenhouse, who fainted 

when he saw the great vision.—/.

to deny its previous usefulness. 
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the early times, from the sixth to the 
was protector of the people against 
the tyranny of the kings — nobles of 
Europe, their instructor in the arts 
and sciences and the great conservator 
of their rights. That was the period 
of its lusty youth and vigorous man- 
hood, and it wrote its name in legible 
characters on every country in which 
it existed. 

But, afterthat period, inour opinion, 
it commenced to decay. Probably the 
main cause of iis decadence was its 
vain effort to organize charity. It 
read the text “sell all that thou hast 
and give to the poor” incorrectly, by 
omitting the word poor“ and insert- 
ing “church” instead. Then it became 
corrupted with money. Offerings 
which at first were honestly put to 
their uses and given to the needy, ia 
the tenth and latter centuries were 
largely monopolized by the church. 
It was in vain that the three great and 
honest reformers—Jerome, of Prague; 
John Huss, of Bohemia; and John 
Wickliffe, of England — protested 
— such alienations of the charity 
of the people, they were attacked and 
condemned as heretics before and even 
after death. Of course, after their 
condemnation, the corruption increas- 
ed, until in the sixteenth century 
the pride and insolence of power of 
the Vatican shocked human reason by 
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the placing of a money value on crimes 
and by the sale of indulgences. Then 
arose a second batch of reformers 
headed by Martin Luther, and the 
power of the Pope was overthrown in 
a part of Germany. England, Scot- 
land, Switzerland and other countries 
in Europe. In all, where it was not 
conquered, its authority was shaken. 
But immediately after the above 
0 e, Ignatius Loyola brought about 
a reformation within the Church of 
Rome. He swept out the follies and 
the orimes of the Vatican with a besom 
of destruction. But his efforts were 
in vain—it was too late. . 
Previous to the sixteenth century, 
the Church of Rome in all countries 
stood upon the power of the masses, 
and maintained their rights inst 
monarchs; but, after what is called 
the Reformation, its policy was chang- 
ed, and it — we itself with the 
rulers inst the people. The great 
French —2.— in which the peo- 
ple attacked both priest and king, was 
the first innovation of this arr 
ment, and the declaration of the infalli- 
bility. of the Pope, in our own times, 
has annihilated it. Under these circu- 
matances, the Papacy is again com- 
pelled to turn its face to the people 
for aid; with it republicanism rises in 
value, and the divine right of kings is 
getting below par.— Ex. |

A gentleman residing ten 
miles below the city informed us that ho had noticed the same appearance on 
the setting sun last evening, the cross being very plain, though the lower 

rtion of the upright line was seemingly beneath the horizon. When the 

rusaders went marching toward the Holy City, eight centuries ago, their 
commander saw the same sign in the heavens, and In Hoc Signo Vinces” was 
inscribed on the standards which were carried triumphantly through the 
struggles for the possession of Jerusalem, till the Saracenic hosts were con- 
quered.

Discovery or Levirica LanpMaRKs.”—Mr. Grove, the honorary secre- 
tary of the Palestine exploration fund, reports an interesting and important 
discovery which has just been made by M Clement Ganneau, tho explorer for 
the fund. It consists of two inscriptions cut in the rock, a short distance to 
the east of the village of Abu-Shusheh, on the plain between Jaffa and Jeru- 
salem, three miles south of Ramleh, half way between Akir (Ekron) and 
Kubab, four miles from the latter place. The inscriptions are almost exactly 
alike—one slightly more perfect than the other. Each oontains two Hebrew 
words— Tahum Gezer’—which are interpreted to mean the boundary of 
Gezer,” and also a Greek word, which in both cases appears to have been in- 
scribed after the Hebrew. These stones M. Ganneau believes to have been 
the marks of one side of the square of land which is known to have surrounded 
the Levitical cities, and, if such be the case, the question of the site of the 
ancient city of Gezer, one of the royal cities of Canaan, may be said to be 
almost settled. Gezer was part of the dowry of Solomon’s Egyptian Queen. 


Mr. Grove anticipates that this discovery may lead to others regarding the 


other Levitical cities, as similar boundary marks were no doubt used by all of 
them.— Liverpool Mercury.

EMIGRATION—GATHERING., 


Ir will be seen by perusing Elder W. C. Staines’ letter, published in the last 
number of the Star, that he was to leave Salt Lake City Deo. 11th, for the 
Eastern States, to make arrangements, as far as practicable, for the forth- 
coming season’s immigration to Utah. We are thus reminded that time is on 
the wing, and that the emigration season of 1875 is rapidly approaching, and 
will, in the course of events, soon be numbered with those already passed. 

Now is the time for those who have been slack in their efforts heretofore, to 
begin in earnest to save their means, mature their plans, and complete arrange- 
ments for their emancipation from the darkness, sins, wickedness, bondage, 
poverty and degradation of the old world, to the broad acres, pure air, sweet 
waters and bright skies of the land of Joseph, where the Zion of God is being 
built up in the last days, out of which the law and the word of God shall go 
forth quick and powerful, sharper than a two-edged sword to the dividing 
asunder of both joints and marrow,” and to which the nations will yet flow 
as the Prophets have said. But let the object be, to put the shoulder to the 
wheel, to take a more active part under more favorable circumstances, in 
assisting to roll on the great work of human redemption, in fulfilling the law 
and the Prophets, and in consummating the righteous purposes of God. 

The proclamation has gone forth, uttered by the voice of Him whose arm of 
mercy has atoned for our sins, that he will gather his people, even as many as 
will hearken to his voice and humble themselves, calling upon him in mighty 
prayer; that they are chosen out of the world; that he is their advocate with 
the Father ; that it is his good will to give unto them the kingdom and what- 
soever they shall ask in faith, being united in prayer, according to his com- 
mandment they shall receive. To bring to pass the gathering of the elect, for 
they. will hear his voice and harden not their hearts against him. Where- 
fore the decree hath gone forth from the Father, that they shall be gathered 
in unto one place upon the face of this land, to prepare their hearts and be 
prepared in all things against the day when tribulation and desolation are sent 
forth upon the wicked ; for the hour is nigh, and the day soon at hand when 
the earth is ripe.” (D. and C. p. 114.) 

The Elders of the Church have gone forth in obedience to the command of 
God, bearing testimony unto the people, speaking as they have been moved 
upon by the Hely Ghost; but few have hearkened, the masses have turned a 
deaf ear to their timely warnings, and have not believed their report, and if 
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already appears like the time of gleaning, after the harvest is over; neverthe- 
less, it is written that whatsoever they shall speak when moved upon by the 
Holy Ghost, shall be Scripture, shall be the will of the Lord, shall be the mind 
of the Lord, shall be the word of the Lord, shall be the voice of the Lord, and 
the power of God unto salvation : behold, thisis the promise of the Lord unto 
you, O ye my servants; wherefore be of good cheer, and do not fear, for I 
the Lord am with you, and will stand by you; and ye shall bear record of me, 
even Jesus Christ, that I am the Son of the living God, that I was, that I am, 
and that I am to come.“ (D. and C., p. 158). After their testimony cometh 
wrath and indignations upon the people; the testimony of earthquakes, of 
thunders and lightnings, of hailstorms, blight and mildew, flies that shall take 
hold ef the inhabitants of the earth causing maggots to come in upon them ; 
of storms and tempests ; the waves of the sea heaving themselves beyond their 
bounds ; shipwrecks, fires and destruction at sea, floods, devastating flames, 
explosions, and railway accidents, scattering ruin and death on every hand; 
wars, political, civil and religious strifes and confusion ; pestilence, famine and 
desolation, ‘‘and there shall be weeping and wailing among the hosts of men,” 
„their tongues shall be staid that they shall not utter against me, their flesh 
shall fall from off their bones and their eyes from their sockets and the beasts 
and the fowls shall devour them,” saith the Lord, for because of the wickedness 
of the world, He will take vengeance upon the unbelieving and rebellious, and 
they shall be destroyed, and there shall be greater signs in the heavens above.“ 
Scoffers may seek to take shelter behind their real or pretended unbelief, 
saying, where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep 
all things continue as they were in the beginning of creation” ; but their refuge 
will be suddenly swept away and their nakedness and their shame shall be dis- 
covered. They forget that God measures not time as man does, that he is not 
slack concerning his promises as man counts slackness, that he is long-suffering 
and patient, desiring that all should come to repentance, that none should 
perish. ‘But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; then 
will the cry go forth, ‘‘ Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is become the 
habitation of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of every 
unclean and hateful bird.” (Rev. xviii. 2.) The lamentations of her inhabitants 
will rise in poignant anguish bewailing their utter ruin, and all who obeyed not 
the voice of the angel, ‘‘ crying come out of her my people,” will receive of her 
plagues, for I am the Lord of hosts, and I will not spare any that remain in 
Babylon. Wherefore, if ye believe me, ye will labor while it is called to-day.” 
(D. and C., page 157.) 
Let the Elders bear in mind this admonition, and labor while it is called 
to-day,” to spread the light of the Gospel among the children of men, crying 
aloud and sparing not, that upon their skirts may not be found the blood of this 
generation. Let the Saints hearken that their voices may not be heard 
mingling with the lamentations of the inhabitants of Babylon, but singing the 
songs of Zion, in gladness, ‘‘ saying, Alleluia ; salvation, and glory, and honor, 
and power, unto the Lord our God ; for true and righteous are his judgements ; 
for he hath judged the great whore, which did corrupt the earth with her forni- 
cation, and hath avenged tke blood of his servants at her hand.” (Rev. xix. 1.) 
Yes, ‘‘ rejoice over her thou heaven, and ye holy Apostles and Prophets, for 
God hath avenged you on her. uf We say, not as the hireling, may not these 
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things come to pass?” but in the name of Jesus, that they will come to pass, 
not one jot nor tittle will fal] unfulfilled and their fulfillment is nigh, even at 
our doors.

We also extend 
our acquaintance, we trust to great profit, in allaying the prejudices that arise 
in the minds of the people in regard to the latter-day work. There is a good 
spirit manifest among the Saints of this Conference. We baptized one young 
woman at Chesterfield two weeks ago. 

Elder Wm. Greenwood, under date Jan. 4, 1875, writes from Wymondham : 
„ feel glad to inform you that my health is mueh improved since I last wrote 
you. Inever felt better in the work of God, or had more faith in the final 
triumph of Zion’s cause, notwithstanding the opposition we meet with. I had 
no idea of the prejudice, hatred, malice and the determined opposition of the 
Priests of the day, and of the infidelity of those who profess to believe in the 
Bible, as is manifest.

Dear Brother,—Two days ago I re- 
turned from a five weeks’ mission in 
— 1 traveled consider- 
ably in that State and bore my testimo- 
ny to quite a number of people. We 
have abeut 90 members, scattered in 
different parts of that country, whom 


I mostly visited and found in the en- 
joyment of their religion. It is how- 
ever very difficult to make an opening 
there, on account of the indifference 
of the people. Most of those with 
whom 1 ‘seemed to receive a 
favorable impression, but I cannot say 
that the spirit of enquiry was mani- 
fested to any encouraging extent. 

In the north-western * of the 
State I found a number of people, be- 
longing to a society, called—‘‘ The 
German Temple,” who believe in the 
ewe of Israel in these days— the 

illennium and the second advent of 
the Messiah, at a period not far dis- 
tant. They also believe that they 
should 22 to Palestine, and claim 
to be the seed of Abraham through 
obedience to the law of Christ, and 
entitled to an inheritance in the pro- 
mised land. They claim to have colo- 
nies in Palestine, numbering about one 
thousand persons. Their church num- 
bers probably 4,000 altogether, most 
of whom reside in Germany, and a few 
in America and other countries. The 
are to all appearances a good — 
people and quite liberal in their inter- 
course with those who differ from 
them. 

At Freudenstadt I attended two 
of their meetings and spoke to about 
40 or 50 persons at the first meeting, 
aud to about 70 persons the second 
time. I was listened to with great 
attention and after closing my remarks, 
the presiding Elder said that he was 

lad to hear that the Lord had revealed 

imself in America, and that we had 
Prophets and Apostles, also the bless- 
ings and gifts of the Spirit, as formerly 
enjoyed by the Church of Christ. 
Also expressed a hope that the Lord 
would reveal himself to them and make 
them worthy te enjoy the same bless- 


ings. 

They are very firm in their reli- 
gious convictions and do not seem to 
comprehend that the message, which 
we bear is to them, as well as to all 
other people. 

I bore my testimony to them, how- 
ever, and peradventure some may be 
awakened thereby to realize the im- 
portance of the Work of the Lord. 

We expect to hold several Confer- 
ences in Switzerland, during the holi- 
days ; the work here is still progressing 
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slowly and the Saints, especially in the 
western part of the mission, feel 
spirited and active.
